Come  to  Stay. 
The  Coitaoer  lias  come  to  stay. 
Although  the  success  of  the  new  pa- 
per seemed  problematical  at  the  start, 
the  favor  which  the  people  of  Cohasset 
have  been  kind  enough  to  accord  to  it, 
encourages  us  in  the  belief  that  it 
has  come  to  stay.  I  f  asked  to  give  a 
reason  why  it  has  succeeded  where  oth- 
ers have  failed,  we  would  answer,  that 
it  has  avoided  all  little  personalities 
into  which  a  local  paper  may  so  easily 
drift  and  which  tend  '.o  disgust  ser.sible 
readers,  and  has  given  its  whole  at- 
tention t^tlie  collection  and  dissem- 
ination of  such  items  of  news  as  will 
be  of  iuterest  and  profit  to  its  readers. 
Although  aware  that  the  field  of  a  lo- 
cal paper  is  sin  til,  and  that  it  is  (claim- 
ed that  there  is  no  field  at  all  for  such, 
w.  insist  that  a  good  local  pajjer,  devo- 
ted to  the  bust  interest  of  the  town, 
is  benefici.il  to  the  town  arid 
that  unity  worthy  projects  can  be 
furthered  through  its  columns.  A  nota- 
ble instanc-i  is  the  lecture  course.which 
has  just  been  s'arted.  The  course 
was  suggested  by  the  Cottager,  the 
preliminary  meetings  were  announced 
in  its  columns,  and  the  course  would, 
probably,  have  never  been  started  but 
lor  the  public  announcement  which 
this  pap^r  was  able  to  give  of  it.  Of 
course  the  success  of  the  paper  de- 
pends upon  the  co-oper.ttion  of  the 
townspeople,  not  only  in  the  matter  oi 
subscriptions  and  advertisements,  bun 
also  in  the  furnishing  of  i  tcins  of  news, 
letters  on  matters  of  ljcal  inierest, 
and  in  fact,  in  using  the  paper  as  the 
nudium  for  bringing  before  all  ihe 
people  of  the  town  their  views  on  any 
mailer.

Wednesday's  Storm. 
One  of  the  most  violent  storms  that 
has  visited  us  for  years  came  upon  11s 
Wednesday,  beginning  before  day- 
light, and  lasting  until  aftei  dark.  Al- 
though comparaiivcly  little  snow  fell 
on  the  level,  the  force  of  the  wind  was 
such  that  drifts  were  frequent,  and 
called  upon  the  services  of  the  shovel 
brigade  on  Thursday.  It  was  a  hard 
storm  to  be  out  in  on  account  of  the 
cutting  character  of  the  wind,  and  all 
those  who  could  stay  in-doors,  im- 
proved the  opportunity.  The  schools 
as  a  rule  were  closed.  The  railway 
trains  suffered  no  very  serious  deten- 
tions, although  the  afternoon  trains 
were  all  more  or  less  late.  Although 
the  wind  was  dead  on  shore,  no  wrecks 
the  time  of  writing  have  been  re- 
ported. Thursday  did  not  bring  fair 
weather,  although  the  violence  of  the 
storm  had  abated.  "It  is  an  ill  wind 
that  blows  nobody  any  good,"  was  il- 
lustrated by  the  number  of  shovclcrs 
who  turned  an  honest  penny  at  tho  ex- 
pense of  the  town.

A  protniucut  Rppublicon  of  W 
couuty,  who  keeps  np  a  corrMpondcDCC 
with  n  brother  id  New  York  who  hns 
had  occnsioii  to  Irnvol  Soulh  ft  good 
dcnl,  received  from  him  the  other  day 
n  letter,  from  which  tho  following  in- 
teresting extract,  touching  our  Gov- 
nor  elect  is  taken  : 
Did  I  ever  tell  you  whnt  I  once 
heard  an  cloqucul  son  of  the  Old  Do- 
minion sny  of  General  Butler?  Durifg 
the  war  I  went  with  with  some  friends, 
aaiong  whom  was  the  Idle  Professor 
Dimnn,  of  Brown  University,  down  to 
the  froat  oa  tho  Rnpiditti,  and  to  For- 
tress Mouroo  nnd  Norfolk.

Washington  to  see  President  Lincoln 
nnd  I  recall  it  wus  just  ut  the  point  o 
lime  when  Grant  arrived  at  the  capital 
to  n« .tunic  command  of  the  army 
our  Virgininu  stood  at  the  centre 
runin  deck  relating  what  be  haa  seen 
uud  heuril  of  the  wur  in  the  State  of  his 
pride  und  the  city  ol  his  residence, 
crowd  circled  aboul  him  nudlisteuedmost 
cngorly  and  interestedly  to  his  racy  aud 
spirited  testimony.    Tull,  h 
long-hnircd,  he  was  a  genuiuo  South- 
erner, aud  hnil  nil  the  fire  nnd  force  of 
n  Southern  orator,    lie  had  been 
Donglns  Democrat,  a  quasi  Unioni 
and  clnimcd  to  be  loyal  in  his  own  w 
to  the  untiouul  government.    Much  ol 
whnt  he  hud  to  say  pcrtaiucd  to  Gt  neral 
Butler     lie  told  ns  how,  when  >*or- 
laken  possession  of  by  onr 
soldiers,  the  iahabitants  stoutly  and 
stubbornly  refused  to  submit.  They 
declared  that   they  would  never  ac- 
knowledge the  authority  of  "Abe  Lin- 
They  were  as  gullcn,bitter,and 
determined  on  mischief  ns  they  conld 
well  be.    They  wonld  not  open  their 
placet  of   business,  would   not  light 
their  city,  would  have  nothing 
ith  the  Northern  invaders   of  tbeir 
sncred  soil,"  except   to    annoy  and 
persecute  them  in  every  possible  way, 
and  generally  were  bent  on  giving  the 
icnt  all  the  trouble  they  could. 
The  officer  in  command  was  nneqnnl  tc 
the  occassion.    lie  appealed  to  them 
to  return  to  their  usuul  avocations,  and 
to  be  good  citizens,  und  promised  them 
full     prelection     in  all 
rights  nnd  interests,  if  they  would  do 
so.    It  wns  utterly  in  vain.  Pnbli 
meetings  were  called  for  the  sake  of 
the  common  order  and  peace,   at  the 
suggestion  or  nnder  the  sanction  of  the 
administration  at   Washington.  Our

daughter  to  go  unattended,  aud  at  dead 
light,  from  one  cad  of  the  town  mlo 
tho  other,  tisstired  of  her  perfect  safely.
